CONTEMPT CASE 


SUPREME COURT 


JUDGE ALTON B. PARKER FILES 


BRIEF 
DEFENDING 
GOMPERS 


AND MITCHELL. 


Washington, Oct 8.—A brief was 


filed in the Supremo court of the Unit- 
ed States Friday by Judge Alton B. 
Parker and associated counsel, In the 
contempt proceedings against Samu- 
el Gompers, John Mitchell and Frank 
Morrison, officials of the American 
Federation of Labor, who were sen- 
tenced to imprisonment on a charge 
of disobeying a decree of the Supreme 
court cf the 
District of Columbia, 


forbidding references in their official 
organ of St. Louis a's being on the 
unfair list of the federation. 


The principal defence set forth in 


today's brief was that the references 
in Ihe official organ of the federation 
did not contain contempt 
for 
the 


court, because the decree was beyond 
the power of the court to declare, as 
had been shown by a modification of 
the decree in the court of appeals. 


"Naturally, and not unreasonably, 


the res.poivdcixtsw.ere-bitter over their 
defeat," says the brief in discussing 
the alleged offences. 
"It would bs 


strange, too, if they were not more or 
less resentful of an opinion not lack- 
ing in personal denunciations, even to 
the extent of charging two of them 
(Gompers and Mitchell) with deliber- 
ate false testimony. Not unnaturally, 
then, nor unreasonably, they sought 
to vindicate themselves. 


"The American Federationist would 


be untrue to itself, untrue 
to 
the 


great profession of public journalism, 
untrue to constitutional liberty and 
its own conviction of freedom, both 
of conscience and of the press, and 
to -its own particular and great con- 
stituency, if in the spirit of servile 
fear and humiliation it should retain 
from a free, fearless, honest and un- 
daunted discussion of the questions 
Involved. That It has done. This it 
was entitled to do. 
This it ought 


to have done; aad this is all it has 
done. 


"In no sentence, nor in all cf the 


matter quoted from Us columns, is 
there anything alleged which violated 
the injunction as 
modified 
by 
the 


court of appeals." .

The improveccnts that during the! 


.slimmer months have been made to 
the Noitu (Congregational) 
church 


odilllcc, on Markets quare, have been 


watched by the passing public with 
ranch Interest as from'day to day the 
work has been in progress, and many 
a thought has been directed church- 
ward, that otherwise might have been 
devoted to more worldly themes. 


Much has been written concerning 


the early history of the church organ- 
hr.lion, interwoven as has been its 
various changes, with the long ago, 
even to the Colonial days. 


The story of those early days is ex- 


ceedingly rich and instructive, 
and 


well might lie made a subject 
of 


lengthy recital—and any attempt to 
present it briefly would he a matter 
of injustice. 


This church 
building, central in i
